In spite of Winston Churchill’s ex- 
planatory speech in the House of Com. 
mong defending the strategy that re- 
sulted in the loss of Crete, consider- 
able dissatisfaction still exists among 
those army units which were concern- 
ed in this engagement. This dissatis- 
faction is spreading with increasing 
bitterness throughout the British Isles, 

Mr, Churchill complained, with some 
petulance, of the small-mindedness of 
those who demand an explanation of 
every episode of the war, The British 
press, however, reminds the Prime 
Minister that Crete was more than an 
episode—it was a treasured possession 
which Mr, Churchill himself had pro- 
mised to defend “to the death”. All 
this criticism, it should be noted, will 
be swelled to an intolerable volume 
should the British, which appears un- 
likely, suffer any eventual] reverses in 
Syria, 

There is no tendency in Britain to 
ask for the retirement of Mr, Church- 
ill, There is a strong demand for the 
retirement of some of the weaker 


ministers, 


Specific discontent in the army and 
in the Royal Air Force centres about 
certain changes necessary in the 
American planes being supplied, 

Pilots want more guns in these ma- 
chines, 

They want the British type of gun 
sight. 

They want the British “automatic 
boost” adjustment fitted to American 
motors so that planes will not stall in

THE WORLD OF WHEAT 
REVIEWED WEEKLY BY 
MAJOR H.G.L. STRANGE 


With all the extra summerfallow 
being done this year farmers have a 
golden opportunity of killing great 
quantities of weeds, 

Wild oats are one of the worst rob- 
bers of the farmers’ grain, The roots 
of the wild oat plant in average soil 
occupy as much space as the wheat 
roots, and a wild oat plant uses as 
much precious moisture as does a} 
wheat plant, Three weeks after the 
seed germinates the wild oat roots 
are usually down some 25 inches; by 
harvest t me th y are often down six 
feet! It is therefore importan: to get | 
rid of this pest, and it can be done 
with care and patience, | 

If wild oats are plentiful, the land | 
in most cases should not be ploughed | 
during the summerfallow, but only | 
surface cultivated, and only to a 
depth of three inches, Let the plants | 
grow until they are in the three or 
four leaf stage; they are then at their 
weakest, WHen cut at this stage with 
a dise or a cultivator the plant will 
die, If it is taller the joints will root 
and grow; if it is smaller another 
plant will often grow from the same 
root, The main idea is to induce the 
seeds to germinate and the plants to 
grow, and then kill them by shallow 
cultivation, and to repeat this opera- 
tion from time to time during the 
summer season,

Very little change has occurred dur- 
ing the past week in the moisture con- 
dition of the three Prairie Provinces.

LETTERS TO THE EDITOR

Dear Sir: 

In the last issue of your paper 
there appeared a short item relating 
to the meeting between the Carbon 
School Staff and the Carbon School 
Board re salary schedule which the 
Provincial Government says is now 
compulsory, As reported in your ar- 
ticle, nothing was attempted and no- 
thing was done, However, the insinua- 
tion was made in the article that the 
Carbon teachers are rather overp.id. 
As that is ». matter of opinion, I shall 
neither affirm nor deny this, but I 
would beg room in your paper to pre- 
sent a few facts and to give my own 
‘opinion on the matter. 
| First, let me state that every Grade 
| XII since I have been here—at least 
the graduating groups—have been 
preponderantly from schools outside 
Carbon—from those schools which are 
now in the Large Units. Secondly, 
this year’s Grade X, though practically 
all from Carbon, is better than those 
of former years—and I don’t mean by 
that statement as any disparagement 
to former Grade X students. The 
Grade X coming in this year promises 
to be as good, and | hope the promise 
is fulfilled, Carbon students graduat- 
ing from Grade XII should be in the 
majority, not in the minority, 

By this time you will bo asking, 
“What has this to do with salary 
schedule?” It has this to do with it, A 
school such as this at Carbon is not 
interested in Normalites, I don’t be- 
lieve the School Board should be ‘n- 
terested in any teacher with less than 
\five year’s experience, Experienced 
'teachers can only be gotten from the 
Large Units and they can only be got- 
ten from them after they have had 
several raises on the Large Unit 
Schedule, Also, the Large Units are 
putting in teacherages and such con- 
veniences to attract and hold married 
teachers, It stands to reason that a 
school such as this one will not be 
able to attract and hold good t_achers 
from the Large Unit unless the mini- 
mum and maximum salaries aro sub- 
stantially above the maxima and min- 
ima of the Large Units, Good teachers 
just won't take a cut to get into town 
in this age of motor cars and rural 
electricity, 

It is not my place to st what the 
salary schedule for Carbon should be. 
I don’t know how low the schedule 
could be and still attract good teach- 
ers from the Large Unit, but I am 
sure of this, that if the schools of this 
size do not have their min‘mum salar- 
ies high enough above the minima of 
the Large Units to attract good teach- 
ers from there, and do not have their 
minimum salaries high enough above 


the minimum salaries of the large 
towns to stop their good teachers 
from changing, the schools of this 


size will go on with a minimum of 
Grade XII graduates and will find 
themselves “falling 'twixt higher and 
nether Jove”,

Following the recent declaration by President F. D. Roosevelt of the 
existence of an unlimited national emergtncy in the United States one may 
expect to read of frequent announcements of steps being taken, perhaps 
almost weekly, to stimulate the dovetailed objectives which inspired this im- 
portant decision, namely the defence of the Western hemisphere and aid 
to Britain, 

The proclamation of the existence of a state of unlimited national 
emergency by the chief executive of the great neighboring nation, with its 
enormous industrial and natural resources and its virile manpower is bound 
sooner or later to exert a very profound effect upon the course of the war, 
an effect which probably will not be appreciated to the full until it can be 
viewed in perspective at a later date. And this prediction can safely be 
made when one realizes the enormous emergency powers which have been 
vested in the president by Congress and the depth and breadth of his con- 
viction that the whole resources of the nation must be bent to the task, if 
democracy is to be saved from pagan Hitlerism and if the existence of civil- 
ization on this continent is to be preserved inviolate. ° 
In some quarters disappointment was expressed that President Roose- 
was not more specific in his declaratory statements. Some _ people 
would have liked to hear him say that the declaration of the existence of a 
state of unlimited national emergency meant that he intended to take the 
necessary steps to bring about abrogation of the Neutrality Act or that his 
country would furnish American convoys to ensure delivery of: war ma- 
terials on Britain's shores.

This, however, was not necessary. The president's emphatic declaration 
that means must and would be devised to ensure that the production of 
American arsenals, workshops and yards was delivered where it was intended 
to go was all-embracing and that, in the light of Roosevelt's record since 
the outbreak of the war should be sufficient assurance that whatever may 
be necessary to ensure that result will be made operative. 

It must also be remembered that no one In the United States knows 
his people better than F.D.R. He knows just how far he can go without 
stepping beyond the boundaries of public opinion in his own country. He 
is evidently more keenly aware of the extent of the peril to the United 
States than are very many of his people and the primary purpose of his 
statements was to drive deeply into the public consciousness the growing | 
menace which threatens their liberty, their economic institutions and their 
spiritual existence. President Roosevelt knows prfectly well that once the} 
people of the United States realize the danger they are in and the very 
Short time they may have in which to prepare to meet it, on both sides) 
of the Atlantic, public sanction will be immediately accorded any and all 
measures necessary to meet the situation. 

When the speech is analyzed in the light of this interpretation of its 
objective, it can truly be described as an educational effort of the first-mag- 
nitude and one may expect it to bear fruit in crystallization of public sup- 
port and approval for far more advanced steps than have been talkten to 
date, both in provision of additional assistance to Britain overseas and 
all-out preparation for home defence of the Western hemisphere, in consoli- | 
dation of national unity and in stiffening morale.

LIGHTS OF LEARNING GO OUT 


(The Ottawa Journal) 

The Rockefeller Foundation does— 
or tries to do—a world-wide work in 
public health, education, the sciences 
and the humanities, It has a trust fund 
of some $145,000,000, and last year 
spent $9,854,000—spent it, despite the 
war, in 44 countries of Europe, Asia, 
Africa and the Americas, 

Reviewing the work of the Founda- 
tion for 1940 Mr. Raymond B. Fosdick 
its president, writes sadly on “these 
unhappy days.” 

“To sit by and watch the disap- 
pearance or decadence or, worse, the 
perversion of institutions of learning 
which in earlier and better years we 
were privileged to assist is not an easy 
assignment.” 

Institutions in Poland, in Czecho- 
slovakia, in Germany itself, which 
gave high promise of great work for 
humanity, have been closed, Brilliant 
men with whose work the Foundation 
was associated have been driven—in 
Mr, Fosdick’s words—from the posts 
for which they were trained, debarred 
from their laboratories, ‘some of them 
fugitives, some in concentration camps 
and many of them separated from 
their families or lost in foreign coun- 
tries where they sought haven.” 

“In the shadows that are deepening 
over Europe,” notes Mr, Fosdick, “the 
lights of learning are fading one by 
one, 

“On the continent, as distinguished 
from Great Britain, the situation dur- 
ing the last year has rapidly deterior- 
ated. January, 1941, finds a large num- 
ber of universities and _ institutions 
closed, and many others working under 
conditions scarcely tolerable, 

“As German forces Have moved into 
one country after another a definite 
pattern has been followed in relation 
to the universities and other schools. 

“Allowed at first to continue with 
their work, their teaching and student 
activities were closely supervised by 
the Geman authorities, The supervis- 


ion involved an attempt to enforce a 
‘cultural program’ similar to that im- 
posed by the Nazis on German insti- 
tutions, 

“Where this attempt was resisted, 
as it frequently was, the measures of 
repression adopted by the occupying 
authorities included the closing of the 
institutions, sending faculties to con- 
centration camps, and even breaking 
up student demonstration with mach- 
ine guns and tanks.” 

In Czechoslovakia hundreds of stud- 
ents were imprisoned, many were shot, 
many deported to Germany for forced 
labor, The German attitude toward 
Polish Universities was one of murder 
and suppression, In Holland, in Bel- 
gium, in Norway, there were arrests, 
deportations, disappearances, In Paris 
students who staged a demonstration 
were machine-gunned by the Germans. 
“The condition of university life and 
standards on the continent,” says Mr. 
Fosdick in summing up, “is now little 
short of appalling.”

Red Cross Relief 


Materials Salvaged When Czech Hos- 
pital In London Destroyed 

A cable to the Canadian Red Cross 
headquarters from the overseas office 
recently revealed that huge quanti- 
ties of Canadian supplies, given the 
Czech Red Cross for relief work, 
were rescued when the Czech ware- 
house was demolished in 
trous weekend 
not long ago. 

The cable read: 


the disas- 


bombing of London 


“Czech Red Cross 


in London destroyed but all Cana- 
dian Red Cross material sent there 
salvaged. They worked all Satur- 


day night saving clothing and sup- 
plies, and total losses, almost nil.” 
The despatch from overseas also 
revealed that Canadian Red Cross 
goods had just been sent to Northern 
Ireland for the relief of bombed vic- 
tims in Nazi 
other centres. 


The relief supplies 


are being distributed to the Irish by | 


the Women's Voluntary Services. 
Canadian survivors who landed in 
England from a “recently lost Bri- 
tish-bound ship” were provided with 
new personal property outfits includ- 


ing pyjamas, sweaters, socks, razors | 


and other comforts, the cable said. 
Supplies to Czech and other refu- 
gee groups in England given by the 
Canadian Red Cross since the first of 
the year totalled 376,055 articles of 
comforts and hospital supplies and 
225,666 articles or relief clothing.
